RECONSTRUCTION 


THE SUBSIDY FOR IRISH 
BUILDERS. . 


NEW TIME LIMIT, 


The position of Irish builders entitled to the 
hoysing eubsidy is made clear by an official 
announcement that it has been decided by His 
Majesty's Government that grants will only be 
paid in cases in which the construction of 
houses has already been commenced, or in 
which commitments have been entered into by 
prospective builders, on or before July 14h, 
1921, and the houses commenced on or before 
Aug ust 25th. 1921. All houses must be com- 
pleted by the 23rd June, 1922, or, in special 
cases, by the 25rd October, 1922. “They must 
be constructed in accordance with the condi- 
tions already prescribed by the Local Govern- 
ment Board under the Act of 1919, as it is 
not now intended to alter them in any material 
way as to planning, construction, ete. By a 
commitment is meant any expenditure ineurred 
for such purposes as the acquisition of land, 
purchase of materials, or some other con- 
tractual obligation involy ing financial liability. 
Tho subsidy is a free gift, varying in amount 
from £230 to £260. eccord: ng to the size of the 
house, and is payah le to the builder of each 
dwellinghouse constructe? according to the re- 


guiations of the Local Government Board. The

The Irish Railways Bill was saved at a 
late hour to-night; but the outlook was 
very serious this afternoon when Mr. 
J. H. Thomas said that all but one 
of the Irish railways had agreed to the 
Labour proposals, and urged the > gmat 
ment to bring pressure upon the =~ 
Northern Raifway to come into line. La 
his opinion, there were people in Íre f 
who were trying, under the guise 0 al 
Labour dispute, to break the politic 
truce. Mr. Chamberlain saw no groun 
for that suggestion, and said that the 
Government had done all they could. Un- 
less the parties came to an agreement 
before eleven o'clock to-night the Bill must 
be regarded as dead, and the companies 
would be left to their legal remedy. 

Afterwards news was received of oe 
agreement in Dublin. The deadlock ha 
vanished, and to-night Mr. T. W. Brown, 
the new Irish Attorney-General, —. 
briefly the object of the Bill which it is 
proposed to introduce. In effect, oak te 
poses that a sum of £3,000,000 sha . 
paid to the Irish railways In settlement o 
all claims, with provisions in regard to the 
adjustment of he ccounts and the dis- 
tribution of the money in default of agree- 
ment among the companies. Some amend - 
ments w hich had been placed on the paper 
in the names of members of the Labour 
Party were not moved ; but a Government 
amendment to the money resolution was 
accepted without discussion. — . 

The problem of Upper Silesia is not yet 
definitely settled, but Mr. Lloyd George 
and M. Briand between them have suc- 
ceeded in placing it in a fair way of settle- 
ment. Until, however, the actual decision 
of the expert committee is known with re- 
gard to the boundaries which will give 
effect to the compromise, it is too early to 
speak of the matter as quite disposed of, 
but the omens are good. If the ontstand- 
ing questions td be considered by the 
Supreme Council are solved as smoothly, 
this will be the most successful meeting 
which has been held by the Council. 
Fortunately, the French Press, with the 
exception of the irrepressible ' Pertinax, 
has taken the warning of Mr. Lloyd 
George in an excellent spirnt. 

Question time in the House of Commons 
to-day was more than usually uneventful, 
and there was little sign of life in the 

roceedings until No. 45, addressed to the 
Prime Minister, was reached. Sir J. 
Remnant asked for what special service 
a grant of £50,000 had been paid to Sir E. 
Geddes out of the taxes, and whether a 
copy of the agreement between him and 
the North-Eastern Railway would be cir- 
culated to all members. Mr. Chamberlain 
repeated his explanation that the payment 
was made by the company under the agree- 
ment of 1912. and that the Law Officers 
had decided that the company were en- 
titled to charge it to the Government as a 
current expense. He himself had not seen 
the original agreement and did not think 
it necessary that the House should do so. 

This caused a chorus of dissatisfaction, 
and later on Sir J. Remnant inquired of 
the Speaker if there was any method by 
which an M.P., as a representative of the 
taxpayers, could examine a document on 
which public money had been paid. The 
Speaker thought that, as the Government 
had declined to show it, and it did not 
appear to be a public document, there did 
not seem to be any remedy. 

The Government's policy of concealment 
has naturally aroused unfavourable com- 
ment. The theory most favourable to 
them is that the document, in setting forth 
the conditions under which the £50,000 
would become payable, may have touched

NEUTRALITY DEFINED. 


GERMAN DISARMAMENT. 


RUSSIA’S URGENT NEED. 

The Supreme Council EA es hi the 
Ministry for Foreign Affairs, Qua ray, 
Paris, at half-past eleven o'clock yesterday 
morning: : 

A meoting of the Allied experts and members 
of the Upper Silesian Commission was held in 
room. 

M. Doumer, the French Minister of Finance, 


presided over a meet.ng of the Ailied Ministers 
of Finance to discuss matters placed on the

The following official communiqué was issued 
in Paris last night:—The Supreme Council 
examined, in the first part of its sitting, the 

uestion of the nature of the activities of the 

commissions of Control, particularly of the 
Aviation Control Commission. 

In the second part of its sitting, the Council 
deait with the situation created in Russia by 
the famine, and decided to arrange for the 
formation of an International Committee, 
which would study the possibility of bringing 
aid to the starving people of Russia. A’ discus- 
sion on this subject will be continued 
to-morrow 


NEAR EAST PROBLEMS. 


Reuter’s Correspondent in Paris telegraphed 


last night:—The Supreme Council eat this 
morning from half-past eleven o'clock till one 
o'clock. Briand informed the members of 
the Conference that the experts who are 


examining the Silesian. problem wouki not finish 
their task before seven o'clock in the evening, 
and the question could not, therefore, be úis- 
cussed until to-morrow. 

The Council then proceeded to an examina- 
tion of the Near Eastern situation, especially 
the problem of neutrality towards the Greeks 
and the Turks. 

Mr. Lloyd George expressed the view that 


neutrality did not necessitate an embargo 
ing placed on purchases made by private 


partres. Orders could be given and carried out 
without Government intervention. This was 
the strict interpretaion of the question of 
neutrality. 

After an exchange of observations between 
Marquis della Torreta, Mr. Harvey, and 
3aron Hayashi, M. Briand said that: he had no 
objections to the British Prime Minister's inter- 
pretation of nentrality, which was in con- 
formity with French legislation. 

The Allied Governments accordingly haye de- 


ckjed to maintain strict neutrality in the 
Greeo-Turkish war. They are agreed not to 
imtervene in the conflict with any form of as- 


sistance involving either the despatch of troops 
or arms, or the granting of credit. There wdl 
be no interference, however, with the freedom 
of private trade. 

THE ALLIES AND MEDIATION. 

The question of embargo thus being setiled, 
the Supreme Council dealt with the problem of 
mediation between Greece and the Turkish 
Nationalists. Here again agreement was 
reached, and a resolution was adopted to the 
effect that, whilst reserving the possibility of 
offering that mediation, Allied Governments 
fecl that the time has not yet come when a 
step of this kind would give results 

QUESTION OF THE STRAITS. 


The Supreme Council then discussed: the 
question of the Straits. 
Complaint was made from the British side 


that the Turks were being supplied with arms 
by the Bolsheviks through the Bosphorns, and 
the demand was made tlt the Greeks also 
should be allowed to make use of the Bosphorus 
for their operations. 

The French representative declared that, on 
the contrary, no of war had been com- 
mitied in the Bosphorus. 

A joint demarché will be made to the two 
belligerents with a view to assuring the free- 
dom of the Straits. 

GERMANY’S ARMS AND AIRCRAFT. 

The afternoon session of the Supreme Council 
commenced at four o'clock, and is still continu-

ing (at half-past seven o clock). It first dealt, 
with the question of German disarmament, 
and especially the control uf aircraft. At siz 


o’clock it was decided to refer the whole ques- 
tion of disarmament control! to Marshal Foch’s 
Committee. at Versailles, which will decide on 
the course to be followed, and how, amd when, 
the contro] shall continue. A good deal of 
discussion dealt with the possibility of the 
transformation of civilian into military aircraft. 
PROPOSED UNOFFICIAL AID FOR RUSSIA. 

The Council then began discussion on the 
steps to be taken regarding the Russian famine. 
M. Briand proposed that the Allies should 
in in the measures of the Red Cross and 
Committees without, however, giving 
officra]l assistance. They should enter into re- 
lations with the Russian people through the 
CzechoSSlovakian Government. 

Mr. Lloyd George agreed, but pointed out 
that there were between eighteen and twenty- 
five millions of victims of cholera and famme 
It would be very difficult to aid Russia, as the 
Soviet Government would not give facilities to 
Red Cross organisations.

who had been in’ prison in connection with 
crime and rebellion in Ireland.

THE LORD CHANCELLOR. 
The Lord Chancellor said that he thought 
Lord Salisbury had rendered a public service 
in refraining from putting down on the paper 
for discussion the earlier motion of which he 
gave notice, challenging the whole policy of the 
Government on this matter. The Government 
at the proper time would be fully prepared to 
defend and justify the course that they had 
taken. Reviewing the situation in Ireland lead- 
ing up to the present negotiations, he said that 
the progress of the coercive attempts made by 
the Government as was well known, 
proved in a high degree disappointing, and 
some weeks ago there appeared no hope of a 
solution of the difficulty except by a farther 
and intensified military effort. 
THE KING’S VISIT. 

Then came the King’s visit te Ireland, follow- 
ing which it became evident that there were 
men in Ireland of sufficient position who were 
able to,and willing to treat with the Government. 
For the Government to have refused to enter 
into negotiations would have meant that we 
were to be committed ‘for an. indefinite period 
to a continuance of our military and police 
efforts, and to the employment of very much 
larger numbers of men than had ever been 
employed in the suppression of rebellion in 
Ireland. It might, unhappily, still prove to be 
the case that this desperate necessity awaited 
us, but without the sanction of the people so 
great and costfy an effort could not be in- 
definitely sustained. He was not one of those 
who took the view that it would have proved 
impossible for us to put down rebellion im 
Ireland. He was, on the contrary, certain that 
the strength of this country, if unsparingly 
exerted with the necessary vigour and sacrifice. 
could have put an end to the prevalent re- 
bellion. But within what period of time? 
What military adviser would be bold enouch to 
mform them with the least approach to. pre- 
cision what time would be required and what 
resources in men and money would be re- 
quired for the purpose? ll these things 
might still prove to be necessary and 
meanwhile there would be a continuence of the 
butchery of the police and the forces of the 
Crown. side by side with the measures taken 
on our side, and the daily toll would add to 
the long legacy of bittermess and unhappiness 
in Ireland. 

THE GOVERNMENT'S DECISION. 

In these circumstances, he believed that 
Parliament and the constituencies would have 
overwhelmingly approved of the negotiations 
that were entered into. It was not possible 
to negotiate in ireland except with those who 
represented the people of the Southern part 
of Ireland, and it was for that reason that the 
Government decided, and he claimed rightly, 
that the members of the Southern Parliament 
should be released, in order that the discussions 
should derive all the strength and authority 
that could be imparted to them. He hoped

Lord Salisbury said that what he meant was, 
that the terms were known and canvassed by 
the elected representatives in all parts of 
Ireland.

SINN FEIN AND ITS IMPRISONED 
MEMBERS. 


Discussing the release of Mr. J. J. McKeon 
and other members of Dail Eireann, yesterday s 
issue of the Irish Bulletin says :— 

“The British Government has released, with- 
out conditions, those Irish officers and men who 
were elected last May to seats in the National 
Parliament, There are stiil in prison hundreds 
of Irish soldiers serving sentences of penal 
servitude or hard labour for bearing arms In 
defence of their nation. Thousands of others 
are interned without trial, or imprisoned await- 
ing trial, none of whom receive the humane 
treatment they deserve. What justice, what 
consistency even, can there be in denying to 
his comrades the status now admittedly pos- 
sesseel by Commandant McKeon? Are he and 
the other officers released with him to be con- 
sidered and treated.as soldiers while men who 
acted under their orders are herded with the 
criminals and degenerates of English penal 
settlements? An act of justice has been done m 
the case of the soldier-members of Dail Eireann. 
It still remains to be done in the case of 
thousands of Irishmen -no less gallant and 
patriotic than they. If a settlement is to result 
from the present negotiations, it can only be 
reached through mutual respect between the 
British and Irish peoples. Changes of policy 
originating in political expediency cannot 
create that respect. The true source lies deeper

THE IRISH RAILWAYS. 
NEW BILL IN COMMITTER. 


MONEY RESOLUTION 
PASSED. 


In the House of Commons last night, in 
Committee on the Irish Railways (Settlement 
of Claims) Bill, Mr. Brown, Attorney-General 
for Ireland, in moving to make provision for 
the payment of a sum of £3,000,000 in satisfac 
tion of claims which might have been made by 
railway companies in Ireland for compensation 
under the Regulation of the Forces Act, 1871, 
and the Ministry of Transport Act, 1871, and 
the Ministry of Transport Act, 1919, or arising 
out of the possession of their undertakings by 
the Crown, said that the Committee would re- 
member that the control of the Irish railways 
was not taken over at the same time as the 
English railways. They were taken over from 
lst January, 1917, under an agreement which 
was very similar to the agreement with the 
English railway companies. Under this agree- 
ment the Irish railway companies might have 
various claims against the Government under 
the Acts mentioned above, and the object of 
the bill was to endeavour to settle these claims 
in the easiest possible way. The claims had 
been formulated by tne railway companies’ ex- 
perts on behalf of the companies, had been 
heard, and all the matters had been carefully 
gone into and investigated fully. 

THE GOVERNMENT’S PROPOSALS. 
Subject to the approval of Parliament, there- 
fore, the Government proposed to pay in full 
settlement the sum of £3,000,000, subject to the 
proviso, that the Government should retain the 
right to determine and adjust any points which 
might arise hereafter. On 14th August, the 
date of decontrol, the Irish railways would Le 
vert to the companies without any provision for 
future amalgamation or for any permanent in- 
crease in their charges. The companies, in re- 
turn, instead of having any prolonged litigation 
against the Government, would receive a fixed, 
prompt, certain payment at once. The bill was 
a short one, and would ¢ontain clauses for the 
setting up of machinery for the distribution of 
the money in default of agreement with the 
cinipanies. 

WAGES AND CONDITIONS OF SERVICE 
Mr. Brown concluded by moving an amend- 
ment to the Money Resolution, by adding a 
provision in the agreement for facilities for 
settling the question of wages and conditions 
of employment in connection with the railways 
concerned. These words were rendered neces- 
sary in order that it might be possible that an 
agreement might be come to between the re- 
presentatives of the men and of the railway 
companies of Ireland which it might be desir- 
able to include in the bill. 

The amendment was agreed to, and the re- 
solution was reported to the House. 


BILL TO BE BROADENED. 

Our London Corerspondent iearns that the 
terms of the Irish Railways Bill are to 
broadened so as to bring within the scope of 
the measure machinery for settling trade dis- 
putes.

systems in the country. It was feared by 
many that the attitude taken up by the Great 
Northern Railway Company, as indicated in 
their letter published in yesterday's papers, 
would greatly endanger the prospects 
of a  setilement; but fortunately the 
managers and representatives of the vzrious 
unions who assembled in conference come to 
an agreement, which means that the bicck 


put on the Railways Bill is removed and its 
passage through the House of Commons 
assured.

Though 
the voice of the critics has not been very 
articulate in connection with this year’s Show, 
yet, no doubt, the race of critics—some of them 
very useful critics—has not died out, and use- 
ful practical suggestions may be made at to- 
day's meeting.

THE HUNTER CUPS. 


BABE IN THE WOODS’ UNIQUE 
ACHIEVEMENT... 

Usually the attendance in the Jumping En- 
closure for the adjudication in connection with 
these coveted trophies is of the most meagre 
description, but the present occasion, it is 
pleasant to record, marked a very large in- 
crease in numbers, and the spectators fol- 
lowed the proceedings ag far as lay in their 
r power with the keenest interest. Unfortun- 
ately, the ordinary spectator was often quite at 
sea as to which of the particular oups was 
being dealt with, as the telegraph arrange 
ments were far from satisfactory, and in one 
case at least, that of the Independent Champion 
Cup, the award was not announced on the 
board in the centre of the ring. However, 
with the exception of this one omission every- 
thing else in connection with the trials went 
through with the expedition usually associated 
with Ballsbridge. 

The Coote Perpetua! Challenge Cup wae the 
first under notice, a trophy presented by the 
late Sir Algernon Coote, Bart., for the best 
weight-carrying hunter entered in the three 
classes for weight-carriers, bred in Ireland, and 
| the progeny of a thoroughbred stallion, the 
ages of the competitors being four years old or 
upwards. In the show ring it ie not easy to 
give away age, and the seasoned hunter is et a 
great advantage when meeting younger op 
onents, but on the present occasion the award 
ell to Mr. Barton’e powerful five-year-old sop 
of Meleager, who was almost unanimously voted 
to be the pick of the bunch. His chief rival 
was Mr. G. Smithwick’s six-year-old, who had 
taken Ist prize in his class, and now secured 
the reserve, but he is not such a stylish mover 
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‘ing, clutch, and engines are now brought to 


as the winner. 

The Hunters’ Champion Cup, presented by 
Sir John Arnott, and the Irish Independent 
Cup, presented by the Zrish Independent News. 
papers, Lid., are practically fought out under 
similar conditions. The horses competing must 
be those entered in Clasees 11 to 23, and be 
subject to trial over the whole of the jumping 
course, but while the Hunters’ Champion Cup 
is confined to horses bred in Ireland, the other 
cup is open to any hunter of any country, so 
that a decision arrived at for one of these cups 
practically decided the fate of the two. An- 
other stumbling block lay in the way of secur 
ing one of these coveted prizes: it must be won 
three years—not necessarily in succession—be- 
fore becoming the property of the same ex- 
hibitor. 

Mr. E. W. Hope Johnstone has in all prob- 
ability created a record which will never again 
be beaten in winning outright both of these 
cups, and though the competition was keen 
beyond measure there was absolutely no ques- 
tion as to the fitness of the award, though the 
difficulty to its fina) comclusion seemed to lie 
between Babe in the Woods and Mrs. E. 
Mansfield’s Northants. However, when a trial 
over the Jumping course was entered on there 
was only one in it. ormer did a perfect 
round of the course, while Northants refused 
to negotiate a couple of the obstacles, and was 
promptly relegated to the reserve ticket. This 
scant notice of the proceedings does poor justice 
to the winner, who, as far as hunters are con- 
cerned, was away in front in his gallop of all 
those whom he was mecting. It is delightful 
to see a horse get over the ground in the 
style in which Babe in the Woods moved, and 
from the ease with which he travelled he must be 
one of the pleacantest rides imaginable. 

Amongst the other competitors who were in 
the fighting line was Mr. Jer Rohan with a 
bay gelding, but though not up to the usual 
form of the hunters shown by this well-known 
Southern exhibitor, he would in any other than 
a vintage year have made his mark. Another 
very pleasing exhibit was General Kellett's 
brown mare, who comes from Tipperary wary, 
and this daughter of Othello, ridden by her 
owner, had a second at the recent Clonmel] Show 
to her credit before winning premier honours in 
her class here on Tuesday, 

In addition to the two cups won on this 
occasion by Babe in the Woods, he gained 
further distinction in adding another win in 
the Samuel Ussher Roberts Perpetual Challenge 
Cup, which, as in the case of the Champion 
and Irish Independent Cups, he has now won 
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had a practically unbeaten record of wins on 
the Southern circuit. He was again on view, but 
was completely outclassed both by Mr. A. 
Hanlon’s The Master, a three-year-old gelding 
by Frustrum, who was the ultimate winner, and 
by Mr, Warren's thoroughbred son of Machakos. 


HARNESS HORSES. 


It was quiie like old times at the Show yester- 
day afternoon, when Captain Bertram Mille and 
Mr. R. W. Jay took up the adjudication of 
the four harness classes on the second day’s 
programme. These classes followed a grand 
parade of prize winners, and the judging com- 
menced sharp at the scheduled hour, 2.45 p-m. 
By that time the showers had cleared away, 
and the promise of a fine and sunny afternoon 
could not be better. Already the crowd had 
commenced to gather within the jumping en- 
closure, and there was a general air of business 
aml well being about the proceedings when the 
First Class Single Harness, open for horses 
over 15 hands, came into the ring. There were 
two horses only in competition, and again Mr. 
Enoch Glen won with the gelding, Immortal 
Memory, which horse had won the Novices 
Class for him on the opening day. An Irish 
exhibitor, Mr. W. C. Walker. KKillinick, County 
Wexford, was awarded the second prize for the 
black gelding Mat. 

The strong hand which Mr. Enoch Glen had 
mm harness evens was well shown in the next 
class, also open, for horses over 14 and not 
exceeding 15 hands, in which he won with the 
chestnut mare Glenavon Trixie, and took second 
with Glenavon Air Lord, another chestnut and 
a gelding, and with them in double harness he 
scored in the Class for pairs, mares or geldings 
of any height, winning at the same time the 
Milward-Jones Perpetual Challenge Cup, for 
the best pair of Et horses shown in double 

e 


harness. To come back to the one, 14 and not 
exceeding 15 hands, class, Mr. F. T. J. Hall, 
of Belfast, showed two, Lady Mathais and 


Winstone Carnation, and took the second award 
with the former, the pair afterwards in double 
harness taking second prize in the class which 
Mr. Enoch Glen’s pair had won. The third of 
the Open Single Harness Classes was for ponies 
not exceeding 14 hands, six being in competi- 
tion. Here Mr. F. T. J. Hall won with Queen's 
Champion, another Belfast exhibitor, Mrs. R. 
F. Love, being second with the br. g. Squire 
Melbourne, and Mr. Enoch Glen third with 
Glenavon Torch. There was only one double 
harness class adjudicated on yesterday, that for 
horses of any height, and, as already mentioned, 
Mr. Glen supplied the winner, while Mr. F. T. 
J. Hall took second prize. The third award 
went to Mrs. R. F. Love, for a dark chestnut 
and brown, respectively, What-not and Squire 
Melbourne. 


THE JUMPING. 
LADIES AGAIN SUCCESSFUL. 

The appearance of the jumping enclosure at 
3.30 yesterday was very different from the scene 
| at the same hour on Tuesday. Whereas on 
Tnesday the attendance was very meagre, and 
a drenching downpour made the lot of the 
spectators anything but enviable, yesterday the 
sun was shining out brilliantly and the stands 
and enclosures were packed. 
gathering in every sense, and the arrival of 
the Viceregal party synchronised with the re- 
appearance of the sun. Making comparisons 
with previous years is an uncertain matter, but 
certainly it looked as if the jumping enclosure 
was never filled to the same extent on the 
Wednesday of the week. Competitions © and 
D, which were over the course, were disposed 
of with fair despatch, but the Champion Wall 
Jump dragged on tediously, the earlier com- 
petitions \nvariably taking away big portions 
of the jump, and it is apparent that some other 
method of testing the high jumping capabilities 
of the horses must be experimented with. 
Swinging bars have been tried with success at 
other shows. For Competition B all the 24 
horses entered turned out, and the judges 
had a rather easy task, fer Lady Helen McCal- 
mont’s Whitegate, who only secured third prize 


in Tuesday's competition, went round twice 
in almost faultless style, and got the chief 
award. The winner was ridden by Mrs. 


Marshall, and another lady rider, Mrs. Mather 
Jackson, gained second prize on her own horse, 
Gloaming. Mr. Jos. Fogarty’s Truce, ridden by 
Troytown’s Grand National jockey, J. R. 
Anthony, ‘gained third prize, and Mesers. 
McMorran Brothers’ Black Jack fourth. Thirty- 
five horses appeared for Competition C, in 
which the winner of the first prize in Section 
2 of Competition A last year, and first prize in 
Competition A this year, were debarred. The 
competition in this case was much closer. After 
the first round there was little between eeveral 
of the horses, but Nugget’s second round de- 
cided the matter, the judges immediately 
iving the award to Miss J. M. Magee’s gelding. 
Mies D. Lawler, who rode both Sun Spots and 
Victor, secured second and third prize with 
them, and fourth prize fell to Old Acquaintance.

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WOMAN AND THE CAR.

Probably it is this very contrast 
of a lusty genie held in leash by a delicate 
hand that gives to motoring that fascination 
it undoubtedly holds for the woman driver, and 
very fine drivers some of them are. There is a 
deep pleasure in feeling, as it were, that the 
strength of many, many horses lies waiting but 
the touch of a pedal to be called instantly to life, 
ready to respond, like some big, faithful servant, 
to the wishes of its mistress, while a light hand 
guides it to an inch in the chosen path. Steer- 


such perfection that it is sheer joy to direct 
their functions and bend their powers to one’s 
will, while the reliability of the modern car. 
gives a guarantee that a woman can be her 
own pilot, independent of any mere maa when 
she wants to travel. The last obstacle, that. of 
starting the engine, has been eliminated by 
the almost universal provision of electric 
starters, and lamp troubles, too, have been re- 
legated to the past. When an electric motor is 
not fitted, the task of starting can be robbed 
of its difficulty by the fitting of an “ impulse” 
magneto. 
Though the modern car is so easy to drive, 
there remains plenty of scope for skill, and the 
good driver is known by her finesse, evident in 
the ease with which she changes gear, the ac 
curacy of her steering, the steady speed, and 
confidence among traffic. Gears can always be 
changed somehow, but the mistress of the car 
delights in so performing this task that anyone 
else is hardly aware that it has been done, so 
well judged are her calculations and her move- 
ments of the lever. When business claims her 
husband she can with confidence set off in the 
car herself to visit friends, or her sporte ground, 
or skim the countryside for the sheer pleasure 
of easy travel in the fresh air, at the same time 
getting the fullest satisfaction from exercising 
and developing a fine skill of hand.

lete without an allusion to its service to 
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sphere, for quick, reliable transport alone makes 
the pursuit of many industries possible.

The question of money costs 
hardly enters into the matter of competition 
between rail and road, for, without making 
the ridiculous claim that the motor can, under 
all conditions, supplant the railway, one can 
point to the fact that the areas and conditions 
of competition are extending every day. 
railway companies themselves recognise this, as 
is shown by their recent attempt to secure 
legal sanction for unrestricted development 
of road transport. There is no doubt that the 
control which railway companies are just throw- 
ing off weakened their response to everyday 
commercial requirements, but the advantage 
resulting to motor traffic only hastened the 
development of the latter, which would hardly 
be elowed if freight rates were to be halved. 
The fact is that motor transport holds 
peculiar advantages cf tremendous weight. 
Two of the most important are certainty of 
delivery in a given time, and in the majority 
of cases an earlier delivery than can be secured 
by rail. A third immense advantage lies in 
the possibility with motor transport of keeping 
the loads under the control of one’s own men, 
which means that a check is provided against 
delays, theft, and breakages. 


With the motor the load can be sent off the 
moment it is made up, and in many cases can 
be delivered at its destination by the time 4 
cart or wagon had called and the load had 
been put into a railway truck: Up to very 
long distances all the advantages of door-to- 
door transport cap be secured, with the addi- 
tional advantage of time ars Se shuus, Fe 
time the consequent assurance 
ge its t ieee, is often the de- 
ing an order.

There is 
scarcely a trade or industry of an kind which 
cannot adopt the motor with antage, for 
the necessity of controlling ones own deliveries 
arises in almost everyone. 


For every trade, too, there is a motor vehicle 
to suit, from the motor cycle for the ice- 
cream man and the sweep. to give actual uses, 
to the great 6ton steam or petrol machine, 
which can haul a trailer ons another 4 
tons. Between these lie the-Sewt. three-wheeler, 
the Sewt., 10cwt., and 15cwt. vans, and the 1- 
ton, 30cwt., 2ton, 3-ton, and 4-ton vehicles, so 
that there is ample choice. Here it may be 
u that much depends upon choosing the 
right type of vehicle and upon getting one of 
well tried, reliable make. For heaviest loads 
the claims of steam ere well worth serious con- 
sideration, while for work in town with nume- 
rous stops the edvantages of the electric 
vehicle should be considered. The _ electric 
vehicle has been brought to a fully reliable 
stage of devélopment, it is to handle, and 
for certain conditions of work is ideal. Its 
place in the transport industry is now well 
ised. In deliveries of bread, for in- 
stance, it should recommend itself, sing clean, 
and running with a quietness which is in itself 
an advertisement for the user. This advertis- 
ing value of ui so ene is rye oe 
able, and bespeaks en rise a up-to-da 
methods on the part of the owners. Electric 
vehicles are now made in very large sizes, and

Chambers of Commerce are taking up the 
matter, and it is undoubtedly right that com- 
mercial motor owners should themselves estab- 
lish and control these bureaux. ‘There is also 
room for co-operation between small traders, 
with the object of cutting out the waste entailed 
by each of them covering separately the same 
romie and areas with half-loaded vans. There 
should be little difficulty for traders in different 
lines thus to combine, and probably establish 
their own sorting dépét in a central] situation.

In Reading, 
for instance, traders can avail themselves of 
an excellent service. The concern has a num- 
ber of vans, and these bear in turn boards 
carrying the names of various traders, and do 
their delivery work. Regular working is as- 
sured by using one make of van. eo that inter- 
change of damaged components is carried out 
with the greatest celerity. 


THE MOTOR ON THE FARM. 


In Ireland the advantages which the 
could bring to the farmer were rr En sane 
early, and fortunately a good first impression 
was croated, for this country was not the vic- 
tim of demonstrations by the tractor tefore it 
was perfected. ore than anyone, the farmer 
should appreciate the assistance of machinery, 
for more than anyone he knows what hard physica! 
labour farming entails, The possession of a 
tractor, however, not merely lifts from his 
shoulders the drudgery of work upon the land 
such as ploughing, scuffling, harvesting, and 
hay cutting, but provides him with power to 
run his machinery, such as threshers, chaff- 
cutters, mills, and cake crushers, and yet again 
will haul to market the produce of his toil. 
Thus the farmer can run a machine under the 
most economical conditions, that is to say. he 
need not keep it standing. If it does have to 
stand idle. at least it does not eat, and every 
farmer knows what a large proportion of his 
land has to be devoted merely to hay and mca- 
dow. Seving of labour is not all. The true 
benefit is that the labour available can be made 
so much more productive. Lads are driving 
tractors with entire success, and with them can 
lough jn a day at least as much as a team of 

rses can plough in a week. Moreover, with 
the tractor a job can be left till the weather is 
suitable, and rushed through while it remains 
favourable. Still further, with a tractor it is 
pean to give the fullest cultivation to the 
and, and experiments have proved that full 
and early preparation of the land ensures a 
big return in better crops. 


With his own tractor a farmer is not de- 
pendent upon friends or contractors for his 
ploughing or harvesting. He can carry out 
these jobs in his own time, and at a cost much 
below that of horse work. Ploughs designed 
pt npn | for use with tractors are now avail- 
able, and other implements are being also modi- 
fied with the same object. Ploughing can be 
done at the rate of an acre in two or three 
hours, and cultivating, hay cutting, and harvest- 
ing at the rate of two acres an hour. The 
modern farmer, however, does not stop at own- 
ing a tractor. He finds it pays him to keep a 
car. This will cut down the cost of the time
